T here w ere no indications in Roger M aris’ past that he would 
ev er challenge Babe Ruth’s hom e-run record of 60 in one 
season. 
During his live seasons in the m inor leagues, the 
native of F argo, North Dakota, never hit m ore than 32 home 
runs 
in one year. 
And during his first four years in the 
m ajo rs, 
he 
hit 14, 16 and 39 home runs. The la tte r total 
cam e in I960, Maris* initial season with the New York Yan­ 
kees. 
He also la tte d .283 
and iuul 112 RBI that year, a p er­ 
form ance that coupled with is all-around skills to earn him 
the M ost-V aluable Player aw ard 
That aw ard seem ed to d ecrease his chances ot even equalling 
his 1960 statistics in ’61. After attending banquets throughout 
the country all w inter, the MVP reported to spring training 
tired and overw eight. 
In fact, in his first appearance in the 
batting cage at St. P etersburg, F lorida, his bat slipped out 
of Ids hands and Yankee pitcher Whitev Ford shouted, “ What’s 
the m atter, Rog? 
You still got all that chicken grease left 
on your hands from the w inter?”

The central bank is awarded 
government-enforced manipulation of money; in 
the United States the functions of a central 
bank are performed by the Federal Reserve 
System.

This Is their 
reason for refusing to accept paper money unless 
the issuing country guarantees that it can be 
exchanged for a specified amount of gold.

vault. 
It was a lot of bother, liecause the 
buyer would redeem his receipt for the gold, 
then hand the gold to the vault in exchange 
for another receipt.
